Heated arguments and emotion 
filled Sci. 443 last Thursday, May

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Group Organizes To Protest SMUD 


Editor, the Hornet: 

I! you use electric power and 
live within the Sacramento 
Mumeipal Utility District, the 
following comments are of finan- 
cial importance to you. 

For more than a year, the 
SMUD staff has urged upon its 
board of directors the necessity of 
deciding the nature of SMUD's 
next —post Rancho Seco—es- 
calation of electric power generat- 
ing capacity, in the light of pro- 
jected increases in demand and of 
the number of years needed to 
build new generating facilities. 

It seems pretty certain that had 
a decision on which way to go been 
made a couple of years ago. the 
SMUD directors would have opted 
openly for another nuclear reactor, 
inasmuch their long range plans tor 
Rancho Seco included. originally, 
more than one reactor at the site 
However. times and _ public 
awareness have changed: and even 
SMUD has felt obliged to abandon 
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its promotion of endless escalation 
of electrical energy use, and 
substitute a program of more 
realistic conservation. 

This program to curtail energy 
waste has been so successful, 
indeed, that last winter SMUD’s 
customers used ten per cent less 
electrical energy than SMUD had 
anticipated—with the result, as 
reported in the Sacramento Bee, 
that SMUD felt compelled to in 
crease its rates ten per cent. (The 
report did not mention any pos- 
sible connection with the fact that 
the reactor at Rancho Seco is cos- 
ting more than twice what had been 
expected.) 

On May 2, 1974, feeling that 
something must be done. ap 
parently. the SMUD directors 
passed a resolution approving the 
sale of $650,000,000 worth of 
revenue bonds without = any 
supulation as to how this huge 
amount -about $1,000 for each 
man, woman, and child in the ser- 
vice area is to be spent. (The 
resolution suggests as possibilities 
“thermal electric” power plants, 
nuclear fuel. hydroelectric 
facilities. transmission facilities, 
geothermal, solar. wave action 
facilities: “or other means of what- 
socver kind or character for the 
generation, transmission or dis- 
tribution of electric energy.”) 

When asked. at the public meet- 
ing at which this monstrously irres- 
ponsible resolution was passed, 
what their reasons were, the direc- 
tors could only say that they agreed 
with their staff's proposal! 

Having been published twice in 


a newspaper of general circulation, ~ 


the resoiution will take full effecf- 
60 days after the date of the second 
publication, on May 15, unless 
Protest by three per cemt of the 
SMUD rate-payers (7573 persons) 
before that date forces i to be sub- 
mitted to the voters at a bond elec- 
tion. The resolution permits 


payment of interest up to 8'4 per 
cent; do you want those five men, 
without any clear statement to the 
public of why they need the money, 
to be able to lay a bond servicing 
burden alone of something like $85 
per year on every man, woman, 
and child in the SMUD service 
area? If you hesitate to do this —if 
you want a public explanation and 
discussion. followed by a bond 


election—protest! A group of 
concerned people.

To this day I really don’t know why I decided to go onatrip witha 
friend in his giant over-cab camper pick-up. I guess one learns trom 
one’s mistakes 

The excursion was up the north coast of California to somewhere 
around Fort Bragg. Usually one can expect lots and lots of people 
while travelling up Highway |, but we solved that problem — we left 
in the middle of January 


There is a reason why people don't travel up the coast during the 
dead of winter. Besides the sometimes HEAVY rains, the drinking 
water tends to get mixed in with the ocean water. making it im- 
possible to drink 

We ieft Sacramento at || p.m. inthe middle of a rain storm. We 
were not discouraged. !t would take more than rain to“dampen” our 
spirits 


About 2 a.m., we found ourselves on the coast of California, near 
Jenner, still in the middle of a rain storm. It was at this point that I 
discovered one of the few advantages to owning a camper. Growing 
weary from travel, we simply pulled to the side of the road, climbed 
into the back and, since there was no drinking water to be found, 
were forced to drink sour mash whiskey 

We sat around toasting to the first night of the trip and talking 
about how beautiful the scenery must be outside the camper. Un- 
fortunately. it was still quite dark (as is usually the case at 4a.m.) and 
the rain was still tumbling down from the sky 


Having sufficiently warmed our spints with our new-found drin- 
king “water,” we pulled out on the wet road and set out up the coast 
again.

(ZNS) The Pentagon revealed 
last week that it has developed 
secret contingency plans for the 
possible use of U.S. ground forces 
in Vietnam, Thailand or Korea. 

Pentagon spokesman Jerry 
Friedheim confirmed the con-
